Interesting Exercises at the 
Teachers’ Institute. 


SOME WELL-WORDED ADDRESSES. 


A D iscourse by S tate S u p erin ten d en t 
Ira G. H o itt—Physical 
C ulture. 


The third day of the convention of the 
teactera of Los Angeles county found 
nearly as complete an attendance as at 
the opening, only very few having been 
compelled by business to return to their 
homes. 
The morning was devoted to 
the sectional work, in th e Grammar De­ 
partm ent Professor J. A. Scarritt giving 
an addresB on Vocal Music, and Mr. B. 
B . Grogan a lecture on Civil Govern­ 
m ent, while Superintendent W. 8. Mon­ 
roe gave a well planned discourse on 
Supplemental Reading. 
Mrs. Ida Mr 
BlocLman spoke on Narcotics, Superin­ 
tendent W . S. Monroe on Geography 
and Samuel Modeling and Mr. F. B 
Ginn on Numbers. 
In the primary sec­ 
tion, in charge of Mrs. E . A. Hanchette 
Mrs. B urr discussed natural history 
spelling and reading, numbers, model­ 
ing, calisthenics, and other work. 
TIIE “ MONROE DOCTRINE.” 
A good many of the teachers being de 
sirous of obtaining the works recom 
mended for supplementary reading in 
th e grammar section by Superintendent 
Monroe, the following full list of them is 
herewith given:

A ftern oon S tn lo n . 
According to programme, the afternoon 
exercises weie opened with music, after 
which Miss Clara Lilibridge, cf the 
H igh School delivered an address on 
“ Physical Culture.” It was listened to 
attentively, and proved to be an interest­ 
ing document, its substance being as fol­ 
lows : 
“ At that m odern seat of learning, the 
headquarters of the great out-of-door 
university, situated in a 
picturesque 
spot on Lake Chautauqua, in New York, 
is reared a building in im itation of the 
Greek Parthenon. It is known as the 
hall in the grove, and representa the 
great temple of truth, from which em an­ 
ates all the learned doctrines of all 
ancient and 
modern sages, 
but it 
is like the fountain which sends forth 
only that it may recnr to itself again, 
and annually may be seen the gathered 
hosts assembled just without its walls, 
demanding admission to the citadel, but 
only those who have passed the arches 
dedicated to faith, science, literature and 
art are even allowed to present them ­ 
selves at the golden gate, the key of 
which is carefully guarded. 
Aspirants 
for graduation honors literally pass un­ 
der all of these arches, erected as sym­ 
bols of the various departments of learn­ 
ing pursued, and find, as they pass, 
flowers strewn in the path and the way 
becoming brighter and easier, nntil they 
Teach the very gate to the temple of 
truth, where they make the triumphal 
entry into the grove dedicated to learn­ 
ing. Symbolical is this of the many ave­ 
nues to be traversed in order to reach the 
highest degree of culture and the key 
of active thought will alone unlock the 
doors. 
It must be turned in each one 
of them , for O D ly by a complete and har­ 
monious development of all the human 
faculties can the highest endB of educa­ 
tion be obtained. 
A complete education is three fold, 
consisting of mental moral and physical 
training; again, the brain possesses a 
threefold form of working, and we are 
prone to measuie the force or character 
of this organ entirely by its expressing 
¥ 
ower, that is, by what comes out of it. 
he problem for solution resolves itself, 
theD, into the following: 
Given the 
brain, with its threefold power of absorp­ 
tion of assimilation 
and 
recreation 
and 
expression, 
to 
fiod 
the 
best 
means for its perfect development. Ex­ 
am ining carefully into the conditions, we 
Qboerye that the braip absorbs through all 
of the five senses and expresses through 
but two organs of there tenses, the 
tongue and the hand, while assimilation 
and recreation may be 9aid to be the re­ 
sultant of the other two functions. 
We 
will, however, consider but one factor in 
the problem and the methods of obtain­ 
ing it. That which we have denomi­ 
nated as our first form of expression may 
in a measure be said to belong to the use 
of the vocal organs. These have re­ 
ceived much attention, so far as culture 
w ith a view to musical expression is con­ 
cerned, but the importance of a trained 
voice in the schoolroom is too frequently 
overlooked. No one can question that 
there 
is 
an 
educating 
influence 
in a calm, self-contained voice. Chil­ 
dren 
unconsciously 
use 
their 
im ­ 
itative 
powers and not unfrequently 
is it the case that as the voice of the 
teacher, so is the voice of the child. But 
aside from this by no means unim portant 
fact is the quieting efhet produced by 
low, well modulated, sympathetic tones, 
gentle but firm. Though a child may be 
unable to analyze the impreesion, yet he 
will readily detect whether a voice has 
th e right ring in it. The voice and the 
eye in a great measure determine the 
teacher’s ability to secure and preserve 
order 
in 
the 
school room. 
It 
is 
a universally conceded principle that 
w hatever 
object 
is 
to 
be 
ac­ 
com plished, 
a 
thorough 
equipment 
will best advance the possibilities of se­ 
curing satisfactory results. To furnish 
th e mind, to develop its faculties, to dis­ 
cipline its powers, have ever been recog­ 
nized to be the province of the professional 
teacher. In order to be able to think, 
we 
m ust 
practice 
thinking. 
Self­ 
activity 
is observing and reasonmg 
is an essential to m ental expression and 
becomes the practical part of education. 
Reasoning from the same basis, in order 
t o be able to do a thing we must practice 
doing it. 
To quote one of the earlier ed­ 
ucators, “ Industry, the physical activity 
of our race, is the true, sacred and eter­ 
nal m eans for the union of the whole cir- 
ciifc of our powers into a single, common 
force—the force of hum anity. 
It trains 
t h e understanding, guides the powers 
and parity of life from the deadly wast­ 
ing of the senses, closes the gates of im ­ 
agination against error, blunts the loqua­ 


cious point of the idle tongue, preserves 
the sense of duty in our nature from rain 
and leads away from foibles. 
“ In order to derive the greatest benefit 
from this physicial activity, all of the 
bodily functions 
in 
man should be 
trained. 
It is a mistake to suppose that 
physical exercise should be diverted 
eolely to the production of large and 
strong muscles, the other textures as 
well must receive attention. 
So numer­ 
ous are the varieties of opinion as to the 
methods by which the highest order of 
physicial culture may be attained that it 
becomes an inexhaustible subject.” 
We meutiou first as a means to this 
end what is termed manual training, its 
distinctive feature being the education of 
the hand as the agent of the mind, hence 
the introduction of this elem ent into the 
curriculum 
of 
many 
of 
the pub­ 
lic 
schools. 
It 
is 
claimed 
for 
this 
system , 
that it cultivates 
aB 
nothing else can do, habits of exactness, 
not only that it will enable tbe pupils to 
win tbeir way in life, but that it will 
make general education more complete 
and symmetrical in character. 
The 
leading argument against this form of 
physical culture has been that it is not 
education, but the force of this state­ 
ment weakens as the projectors of the 
method are gradually incorporating the 
elements of intellectual 
and manual 
training in such a way that each is the 
gainer thereby. There is no doubt that 
the training of fce eye and hand in­ 
creases the pupil’s power of observation 
and gives precision to the work. How­ 
ever. we can but observe that at first, in 
learning to use any part of the body, we 
are compelled to control our move­ 
ments, 
but 
as 
we 
proceed 
the 
movements become mechanical and the 
mind is set free to do something else or 
nothing, hence the tendency of mental 
activity to become automatic and that 
condition reached, progress ceases. The 
oppcsers of manual training have 
a 
strong argum ent in their favor in the fact 
that mechanics, in the present minute 
ditiaion of labor, learn to do only one 
branch of the work at which they are 
employed, and expend all of the ener­ 
gies of a lifetime at the fraction of a trade 
only. 
Mental degeneration is sure to 
follow unless it can be counteracted by 
some individual aspiration. 
To have 
never done anything but 
make the 
eighteenth part of a pin,’ says the French 
economist, is a sorry account for a h u ­ 
man 
being 
to give of 
his 
exist­ 
ence.’ * * * 
“ We can refer but briefly to the Del- 
sartean method of imparting physical 
culture. Its advocates claim for it, that 
it is hygienically superior to every other 
system for gaining the desired results 
because it is tbe only one that does not 
begin with increase of nervous tension. 
It teaches the relaxing of the muscles, 
and that the effort to gain grace and 
beauty in physical development so re 
acts upon the mind as to etir within it 
the noblest impulces. 
But whatever 
method we may adopt, the best results 
and grandest achievements are obtained 
only by the union of the great powers of 
man—observation, reflection, action.” 


SUPERINTENDENT MONROk’B ADDRESS. 
“ The Needs and Methods of Studying 
Psychology” was the subject that Super­ 
intendent Monroe had chosen for his 
essay, and it proved to be one of the most 
entertaining and instructive matters on 
which he has yet spoken. 
H e dwelt at 
at length on the necessity for every 
teacher who decided to be a good in­ 
structor to Btudy the psychologic science, 
even if it at first appeared unpleasant and 
hard to m aster. “ No teacher can be- 
o m e great by im itation,” said the 
speaker, who then went on to dwell 
upon the great results attainable by the 
study of the subject of his discourse. He 
referred to Baldwin’s Educational Psy­ 
chology, Sully’s Treatise on the subject, 
andCarpenter’s Mental Physiology as good 
works to be read, and then related his 
experiences back East with a class that 
was formed among the teachers in m any 
sections for the study of psychology. 
Each one filled out blanks individually 
by age, height and description of the 
echolars under their control, and then 
ideas were exchanged and compared re­ 
garding their temperaments. 
In conclu­ 
sion, he enforced on his auditors a care­ 
ful consideration of the advantages to be 
derived by following bis advice, and left 
the platform amidst a burst of applause 
from those who had careiully followed 
his train of thought. 


A CHANGE OF PROGRAMME. 
The next thing on the programme was 
an address on “ The Teacher’s Responsi­ 
bility.” by Mr. B. F. Simire, but this was 
substituted by an essay on “ Professional 
Courtesy,” by Mr. F. A. Molyneaux, of 
Pomona. Fxtracts from it are as follows: 
“ It would be presumption in me to make 
this subject the means for a discussion of 
etiquette before this assemblage of char­ 
acter builders to America’s future hope. 
Nor seems it fitting to the high purpose 
of this institute that the subject be con­ 
fined to the etymology of courtesy. 
We 
will therefore discuss it from tho summit 
of its manhood character, which, retain­ 
ing all the external polish of French 
and 
English 
courts, 
is 
entwined, 
impreseed 
and 
indented 
to 
its 
very 
heart 
by 
its 
synonymous 
woodbines—politeness, kindness, appre­ 
ciation and brotherly love. * * * The 
natural man chooses what is pleasurable 
and rejects that which gives pain, and 
hence it is of the highest moment that 
tbe profession be thoroughly familiar 
with the means of calling into proper 
exercise, wilh due power, the nobler 
feelings of pleasure—love of the beauti­ 
ful, the good, the true, self-respect, and a 
ser.se of absolute honesty with one’s self 
tliU B laying tbe foundations of true 
courtesy. 
* 
* 
* 
We might, with 
profit, it is true, advert to some of the 
most common violations of professional 
courtesy, 
such 
as 
backbiting, tale­ 
bearing, sarcasm, repeating hearsay, 
betrayal of confidence, hasty judgment, 
applying for a profeesional 
brother’s 
position without his cognizance, adverse 
criticism made when it will damage a 
superior, associate or inferior, a desire 
for the failure of an honorable successor 
expressed in covert ways that self­ 
aggrandisement may resal t, disparage­ 
ment of 
predecessors, taking part in 
anything or doing anything that mav 
injure the influence of any teacher with 
pupils or patrons, indulging in emphatic 
significant silence when 
conversation 
turns to a brother’s work, and the 
thousand and one acts or omissions of a 
like n atu re‘.which tend to destroy con 
fidence, break down reputations, lower 
our social standing, im pair our useful­ 
ness and generally disrupt our great 
brotherhood. * * * Life is not so short 
but there is always time for courtesy. Good 
manners are made up of petty sacrifices, 
Temperance, courage and love are made 
of the eame jewels. 
A m an is envious 
when the proepect of another’s success 
gives him pain. 
We are sure to judge 
wrong if we do not feel right. Politeness 
is to goodness what words are to thought 
and is a very im portant stepping-stone to 
morality. 
* * * The best way to be 
happy is to make others happy. K ind­ 
ness has a reflex influence, whose power 
is bard to measure. Smiles are con­ 
tagióos and the singing heart will awaken 
songs in other hearts. * 
* * I t is 
said that manners do not make the 
m an, but m anners make the man much 


more agreeable. Courtesy includes many 
requirem ents in its broadest sense, but 
chiefly kindness and politeness. 
It goes 
very 
far, 
yet 
it 
is 
exceedingly 
cheap. 
Some happy natures may be to 
the manner born, but most of us need in­ 
struction therein. 
* * * Is there any 
greater .need, in all the wide range of 
American education, than the cultiva­ 
tion of courtesy in every relation of life ? 
Since the moral effect of this high pres­ 
sure living is to make us unmindful of 
the rights and feelings of others, isitnot 
a moral responsibility on every teacher 
in the land, to check this unconscious 
baste ? * * * The absence of courtesy 
is caused mainly by thoughtlessness, 
impatience, 
haste, vanity, selfishness 
and egotism. Its presence may be se­ 
cured by drowning egotism in brotherly 
love, decapitating envy and selfishness 
with charity, and scourging th e other 
evil propensities with the emblem of 
barbaric pedagogues—the birch. * * * 
Can 
we 
educators 
ignore the 
re­ 
sponsibility 
of 
inculcating 
prin­ 
ciples 
that 
shall 
yield 
the 
fruitage of a self-sacrificing manhood and 
womanhood, willing to surrender per­ 
sonal prejudice and narrow am bition to 
tbe higher good of a nation’s welfare? 
* * 
* And Bince it is a law of our 
being that our interest strengthens in that 
for which we sacrifice most, this constant 
care of our habits of thought, m ind and 
action, as a nation’s school-masters and 
representatives, will not only improve 
our individual character, but finding ex­ 
pression in the highest type of profes­ 
sional courtesy, so inspires the national 
character that the day will speed when 
as 
the 
light 
that 
slowly 
illum­ 
inated 
the 
Eastern 
sky, 
eighteen 
centuries 
ago, 
paling 
the 
stars 
with its celestial Bplendor, proclaimed at 
midnight to the watching 
shepherds 
tidings of great joy, so shall the radiating 
glory of tbe American Republic point a 
world of struggling humanity to the land 
where the simple dignity of worthy, 
courtly manho d, transcends the bril­ 
liancy of rank and inheritance.” 
THE 8TATE ASSOCIATION. 
Prof. Ira More was the next to appear 
on the platform and announced that the 
State Association of 
Teachers would 
meet in Southern California the opening 
week of next year. 
He dw elt on the 
importance of the event, as it is the first 
time that each a meeting has been held 
in this part of the country. 
A short recess was then taken, and on 
reassembling, 
Prof. 
Ira 
G. 
H oitt 
was introduced as the next speaker. 
He 
said that he did not intend to make an 
address, but simply to talk to them . He 
congratulated this section on having such 
an energetic, live and efficient Superin­ 
tendent, and also commented on the fine 
appearance of the teachers, saying that 
he had never eeen a finer body of in­ 
structors in the State. 
He remarked 
how hard they were working while in 
session, and, referring to the mode of 
passing the evenings, said that he be­ 
lieved in their enjoying themselves after 
work hours were over, and if they went 
to theaters and concerts they would re­ 
turn to their duties better men and better 
women. 
“ We are educating our chil­ 
dren more by our example than by 
precept, and as the destiny of this 
nation depends on the universal educa­ 
tion, we should try and make our exam ­ 
ples such as should be followed.” He 
said, “ Our work is not for the present 
time alone, but for eternity, for our la­ 
bors radiate not only over those we 
teach, but through them to generations 
to come.” 
He advised all to read the 
newly am ended State laws regarding 
education, and pointed out some of the 
changes made thereby. 
He alluded to 
the increased appropriations, and finished 
np with some excellent advice. 
Adjournment was then taken until 
this morning.

B IL L Y BIR C H . 


T h e L « a t L a y o f 
a G re a t NeKfo 
ITflnstrel. 
A dispatch from New York simply an­ 
nounces the death at Melrose, West­ 
chester county, of Billy Birch, on the 2d 
instant. 
No man in the amusement profession 
was better or more widely known than 
Billy Birch. 
He was the prince of .negro 
m instrels. 
W ithout being a musician or 
a good singer, he was always the center 
of attraction when on the stage. 
As 
bones and end m an he could keep an 
audience in a constant roar with his 
witty sallies and darky eccentricities. 
W ith one of the Bryants, Campbell, Coes, 
Henry, and the great Sam Wells for inter­ 
locutor, he established the fame of the 
San Francisco Minstrels. 
That troupe 
was at its zenith when the civil war 
broke ont. 
It had had each accessions 
as Wambold and Ben Cotton. The latter 
made his mark in the song, “ I ’m Going 
Down to Washington to Fight for Abra­ 
ham ’s Daughter.” Wambold was a fine 
singer and gieat harpist. 
Campbell 
was simply the 
sweetest tenor ever 
heard 
on 
this coast, 
not 
even 
excepting H air) Squires. 
Henry and 
Coes also had fine voices and were very 
good musicians. 
But the star of the 
group—the great*chief—was always Billy 
Birch. 
His physique accentuated his 
brimfulness o f good nature, and he had 
the gift of turning every new topic into 
use for the amusement of his auditors. 
He was rem arkably original in his w it; 
and sometimes, when he was at his best, 
and the occasion drew him out, he would 
spin out original humorous stories by the 
hour. 
His sallies of wit were sudden 
and explosive. 
Even “ chestnuts” which 
had been used a hundred times, he would 
invest with a new interest, and make 
them as genuinely laughable as if they 
had been fresh minted. 
One night the 
curtain rose very late. 
It was apparent 
that there was something wrong. 
The 
programme had been changed. 
Billy 
was not there, and it was_ evident that 
his absence bad put the minstrels out of 
joint. 8am W ells worked up-hill to cover 
the apparent awkwardness of the situa­ 
tion, and kept on plying questions in the 
most 
grandiloquent 
language. 
Cot­ 
ton 
tried his 
best gags, and Charley 
Backus 
got 
off 
his 
brightest 
jokes. 
But 
nothing 
could 
dispel 
the cold wave that went back and forth 
over the audience. 
At last the whole 
thing changed. 
A Budden breaking of 
glass was followed by a racket that 
roused the slumberers, and B»lly came 
tumbling through the skylight, lighting 
on the stage, to the great consternation 
of the troupe. 
Billv had fallen asleep in 
the upper part of the building, and 
adopted this mode of getting on the 
stags to cover up his tardiness. 
Then 
followed one of his wittiest colloquies 
with the middleman, and in a few m in­ 
utes he had everybody at ease, and the 
programme went off splendidly. 
Early in the sixties the San Francisco 
M instrels removed to New York, where 
they had a fine run of business for many 
years. 
It was on his way to Gotham 
that Billy happened to be a passenger 
on the ill-fated steamer Central America. 
This was one of the serious experiences 
of his life that he disliked to recall. Y et 
when describing the catastrophe with a 
pathos and a feeling that seemed foreign to 
a nature so ebullient as his, he could not 
always refrain from injecting a phase of 
humor in it. 
Nearly five hundred pas­ 
sengers went down with the steam er; 
but not a child nor a woman was among 
the victims. 
The gallant men, when 
they saw that their fate was sealed, 
filled all the boats they had with the 
women and the children, bade them 
God speed, and bravely turned round to 
go down with the wreck. Then occurred 
a terrible scene. 
Money belts were 
opened and the deck was literally strewn 
with double eagles. 
The steamer was 
gradually settling. 
Night came on. 
Everything that would float and that 
m ight prove a help 
to a distreseed 
swimmer was thrown overboard. 
At 
last the criBiscame. 
The ship lurched. 
A loud sound of concussed air was heard ; 
and the sea opened and closed forever 
over the doomed steamer. 
Borne came 
to 
the 
surface; 
others 
never 
tot 
out 
of 
the 
maelstrom 
and 
the 
wreck. 
Among the former was Billy 
B irch . 
He used to describe it himself. 
H e felt him self knocked hither and 
thither—at one time sucked under, at 
another rising rapidly 
and 
scraping 
against debris. 
At length he rose to the 
surface. 
It seemed that ho had been in 
the depths for an sge. 
H e threw out his 
arms and he felt something floating. As 
he Beized it, he was spoken to by a 
voice he recognized. 
I t was that of a 
fellow passenger who was very frail. The 
voice said, “ If you try to get on this we 
shall both be lost, for it will not float 
with two.” 
Billy had a great heart and 
he was a good swimmer. He was b etter; 
ho was a large, fat man, and his adipose 
made it as easy for him to float in tho 
w ater as if it was blubber. 
He left the 
poor fellow to his slim chance, and 
floated around all night, at times catch­ 
ing a plank or a pail, which gave him a 
rest. 
At daylight he espied a large 
chicken 
coop 
and swam to it. 
On 
this he floated for several hours, when a 
brig bore down on the scene ana he was 
rescued. 
Billy used to say that fat was no good 
to help a man out of a small h ole; but it 
was a mighty handy thing to have when 
you are required to navigate the ocean 
without a deck under you. 
He had been 
in the water twelve hours, and he used 
to say that half the time he just lay on 
his back and floated. “ But my thoughts,” 
he would fay, “ were what troubled me. 
T thought of every mean thing I ever d id; 
and, singularly enough, when I tried to 
think of the good things, do you know I 
couldn’t bring them up?” 
Poor B illy ! His lines have been cast 
in hard places of late years. 
W hen pop­ 
ular taste fell away from negro min­ 
strelsy, Birch found himself poor and 
stranded. 
H e bad outlived his profes­ 
sion, like many of the old-time minstrels, 
and found no place in the amusemont 
world he could fill. The result was pen­ 
ury and perhaps want, with the slow 
guawing of ever-present regret that he 
had n otin the days of his prosperity laid 
up what would have kept him comfort­ 
able in his declining years. 
Death was 
perhaps the kindest friend he could have 
found under the 
circum stances; 
but 
m any who have passed pleasant evenings 
nnder the exhilaration of his humor and 
the laughter-provoking eccentricities of 
his negro acts, will drop a tear and 
exclaim : 
“ Alas, poor Yorick! he was a 
fellow of infiuite je st!” 


LIBRA RY DIRECTORS. 


T h e P u b lic to be C alled U pon fo r 
F u n d *. 
The Board of Directors of the Los An­ 
geles Public Library met yesterday noon, 
President Dobinson in the chair and Di­ 
rectors Howard and Hanchette, and Miss 
Kelso, fhe librarian, present. A number 
of demands were approved and a com­ 
munication from Mrs. Preicott was read 
and placed on file. 
Miss Kelso was 
authorized to purchase necessary supplies 
for the library. 
I t was stated that the contractor for 
the construction of the new City Hall 


had announced that the library would 
be able to be moved into its new quar­ 
ters in about four weeks. The library 
rooms will be iu the third story of the 
new City Hall and will be much more 
su table for the convenience of the public 
and of those in charge of the library than 
the present quarters. The fact that the 
removal of the library is so near at 
hand 
brought 
up 
a discussion aa 
to 
the best 
method 
of 
furnishing 
the 
same, 
and 
on 
motion 
it 
was decided that at the call of President 
Dobinson the Board would meet at the 
architect’s office and consult with him in 
relation to the matter. 
The Librarian 
was instructed to send a communication 
to the City Council requesting that steps 
be taken to have the elevator placed in 
the new City Hall at once. 
It was stated 
that as a very large proportion of the vis­ 
itors to the Library will be children, and 
as the rooms are on tho third floor, the 
elevator will be a public necessity, and 
that it should be in place when the 
library is opened to the public in the new 
quarters. 
This, it was stated, will not 
take place until nearly a month after the 
books are moved. 
A discussion followed on the possibility 
of securing funds with which to purchase 
books which are needed to make a good 
library. 
It was admitted that there were 
but about 5,000 books in the library, 
when it should contain from 40,000 to 
00,000, 
to 
make 
it 
a 
credit 
to 
the city. 
The impossibility of obtaining 
any funds from the.city except for the 
payment of running expenses was also 
admitted, and it was agreed that some 
other plan must be adopted. 
The L i­ 
brarian was instructed to obtain figures 
showing what other libraries are, and, 
till the Directors agreed, to suggest plans 
for a contemplated call upon the citizens 
who are interested in the welfare of the 
city to furnish funds for the placing of 
the Library on a proper footing. 
The 
Board then adjourned, subject to the 
call of the President. 


T h e V ail lís ta le . 
Miss Anna R . Vail, the widow of N. R . 
Vail, who died on March 5,1888, leaving, 
besides his wife, two children, Frederick 
N ., aged 18 years, and Lizzie, aged 24 
years, filed a petition in the Superior 
Court yesterday asking to have her 
monthly allowance of $300 continued. 
In her petition she states that her son 
Frederick is at college, and that he re­ 
quires $100 per month. 
H er .daughter 
resides with her. 
She alleges that no 
personal property belongs to the estate 
exempt from execution, nor is there any 
homestead settled on petitioner, nor has 
any property been set apait for her ex­ 
cept $300 per month for one year from 
March 5, 1888. 
She alleges that the 
value of the estate is $70,000, against 
which are claims to the amount of $11,­ 
241; but, owing to a depression of the 
m arket, the administrator has found it 
impossible to sell any property except at 
a discount, for which reason it is impos­ 
sible to close the estate without loss.

T he orange crop h as been m arketed 
largely, and is being m arketed, a t very 
fair prices. T he scale bug, w hich has 
g iv en c u r oicbardi&ls a g ieat deal of con­ 
cern, is being conquered. 
T he vine pest 
is also yielding to th e intelligent and 
scientific treatm en t w hich is being ap­ 
plied to it.

It was concluded 
generally that the figures proposed by 
the lowest, being $1,614,000, constituted 
a fair price for the wrork, and the close­ 
ness of the bidding was remarkable. 
There are many features of interest about 
the new craft. One connected with the 
boiler has apparently given much trouble 
to bidders, and may influence the award 
of the contract. The specifications pro­ 
vided for two ordinary return tubular

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“HOW I FOUND EMIN.” 


Story 
of Stanley’s Perilous 
Expedition. 


M A N Y “ H A IR B R E A D T H ’SCA PES.’ 


Ifero u ffh D angers and O bstacles of 
E v ery D escription, h e Succeeds 
in His O bject. 


f ¿«oriated Presa Dispatches to the Herald. 


The following summary of Stanley’s 
letter to a friend in Edinburgh wae 
crowded out of yesterday’s H e ra ld by 
pressure of local newB. 
It is given to­ 
day as wired from London: 
The expedition, which consisted of 369 
officers and men, started from Yambunga 
lan e *23,1887. On the first day the expe­ 
dition marched twelve miles along the 
liver bank to Y akhynde. 
During the 
next six days the expedition marched 
inland in an easterly direction through a 
densely populated district. The natives 
need every art known to molest and im­ 
pede the advance of the party, but, al­ 
though several conflicts took place, the 
party did not lose a man. From July 4th 
until October 18th Stanley followed the 
left bank of the Aruwbimi. On August 
1st the first death occurred, the cause 
being dysentery. 
So far for thirty-four days the course 
had been singularly successful. 
The 
now entered a wild country, in 
tbeir nine days’ march, through which 
their sufferings multiplied and several 
deaths occurred. 
On August 13th, on 
arriving at Alosibbia, the natives pre­ 
sented a bold front, and the party lost 
five meu from poisoned arrows. 
On August 31et the expedition met a 
party of Manyemas, and their misfor­ 
tunes began on this date. 
W hat Stanley describes as “ an awful 
month” begins on September 18th. 
On 
leaving the station of the Arao Chief 
Ugarrava, the expedition numbered 289, 
having loet thirty-six by desertion and 
death, and having left forty-four sick 
with Ugarrava. 
They took the route 
which led to the Arab settlem ent of 
Kalinga Longa. 
The men lived on wild 
fraita, fungi and nnts. 
Before reach­ 
ing Kalinga Longa, Stanley loet fifty-five 
men 
through 
starvation 
and deser­ 
tion. 
A slave owner at Kilinga Longa 
tried his utmost to ruin the expedition, 
short of opening hostilities, He insisted 
on purchasing their rifles, ammunition 
and clothing, so that the expedition left 
the station beggared. The men were ab­ 
solutely naked, and were so weak that 
they were unable to carry the boat. 
Stanley was therefore obliged to leavo 
the boat, together with seventy loads of 
goods, at Kilinga Longa under the care 
of Surgeon Parke and Captain Nelson, 
Ahe latter of whom was unable to march. 
After twelve days’ journey the party, 
<m November 2nd, reached Ibwiri. The 
Arab devastation, which had reached 
w ithin a few miles of Ibwiri, was so 
thorough that not a native hut was left 
standing between Vaarrava and Ibwiri 
What the Arabs did not destroy elephants 
destroyed, turning the whole region into 
a horrible wilderness. 
Stanley continues: 
“ Our sufferings 
‘term inated at Ibwiri. We were beyond 
the reach of the destroyers. 
vVe were on 
virgin soil, a region abounding in food. 
We oureelves were mere skeletons, and 
a h alt was, therefore, ordered for the 
purpose of recuperating. 
From 289 per­ 
sons, we now numbered 174. The suf­ 
ferings had been so awlul, the calamit­ 
ies so nnmerons and the forest so end­ 
less th at onr people refused to believe 
that we would see the plains and cattle, 
the Nyanza and Emin Pasha. They had 
turned a deaf ear to onr prayers and en­ 
treaties, and, driven by hunger and suf­ 
fering, they sold rifles and equipments for 
a few ears of Indian corn. Perceivirg 
th a t mild punishm ent would be of no 
avail, I resorted to the death penalty, 
and two of the worst cases were hanged 
in the presence of all. 
We waited for 
thirteen days at Ibwiri. The supplies 
were inexhaustible, 
and our 
people 
glutted themselves with such effect that 
we had 143 Bleek and robust men when 
we started for Albert Nyanza, November 
24th. 
We were still 120 miles from Lake 
<4iven Food. The distance seemed noth 
ing- 
“ O n December 5th we emerged upon 
th e plains, leaving 
the deadly and 
gloomy forest behind us. After 160 days 
of continuous gloom we saw the light of 
broad day shining still around, making 
all things beautiful. The men literally 
leaped and yelled with joy and raced 
over th e ground with their burdens. On 
the 9th we entered the country of the 
powerful chief, Mazamboni. The natives 
«ghted us, but we were prepared. The 
war cries were terrible, from hill to hill, 
pealing across the intervening valleys. 
The people gathered in hundreds at 
every point, war horns and drum s an­ 
nouncing the struggle. 
After a slight 
akirmisb, ending in our capturing a cow, 
the first beef we had tasted since we left 
the ocean, the night was passed peace­ 
fully, both sides preparing for the rnor- 
xow.” 
H ere Stanley relates how negotiations 
w ith the natives failed; how a detach­ 
ment of forty persons, led by Lieutenant 
Stairs, and another of thirty, left for 
Araba and assaulted and carried the vil­ 
lage, driving the natives into a general 
rout. 
The march was resumed on the 
13th. There were constant light fights 
all along the route. 
“ On the afternoon of the 13th,” says 
Stanley, “ we Bighted the Nyanza, with 
K aavalia, the objective point cf the ex­ 
pedition, six miles off. 
I had told the 
men to prepare to see the Nysnza. They 
m urm ured and doubted. When they 
saw the Nyanza below them, many came 
to kiss my hands. We were now 5,200 
feat above the sea level and 2,900 feet 
above the 
Albert NyaDza. 
After a 
abort 
bait 
to 
enjoy 
the 
prospect 
w e com menced the rugged and stormy 
descent. 
Before the rear guard had 
«feecended 100 feet, the natives from the 
plateau poured after them, keeping the 
sear guard busy until within a few hun­ 
dred feet of the Nyanza plains. 
We 
afterw ards approached the village of Ka- 
kongo, situated at the southwest corner 
o f Albert Lake. Three hours were spent 
b y us in attem pting to make friends, but 
w e signally failed. 
They would not ex­ 
change the blood of brotherhood, be­ 
cau se they never heard of any good peo­ 
ple com ing from the west side of the 
lak e. 
They would not accept any pres­ 
c a ts from us, because they did not know 
w ho we were, but they would give us 
w ater to drink and show us the road up 
to N yam Sassic. 
From these singular 
people we learned th at they had heard 
th a t there was a white m an at ITgnnro, 
but 
they had never heard of any 
w hite 
man 
being 
on 
the 
west 
«aide, 
nor had 
they ever seen any 
«(earners 
on 
the 
lake. 
We 
were 
aabown the path. 
We camped about a 
fealf m ile from the lake and then bepan 
t o consider onr position. My couriers 
— i Zanzibar had evidently not arrived, 


or Em in Pasha, with his two steamers, 
would have paid the southwest Bide of 
the lake a visit to prepare the natives for 
our coming. 
My boat was a t Kilinga 
LoDga, 190 miles distant, and there were 
no canoes obtainable. There was no 
plan feasible except to retreat to Ibwiri, 
nuild a fort, send a party back to Kilinga 
L >nga for the boat,store up everything in 
the fort not conveyable, leave a garrison 
in th e fort to hold it, march back to Al­ 
bert lake and send a boat in search of 
Em in Pasha. This was the plan which, 
after a lengthy discussion with my offi­ 
cers, I resolved u p n . 
_ . 
On January 17th we were i i Ibwiri 
once again. 
After a few days’ rest, 
Lieutenant Stairs, with 100 men, was 
sent to Kilinga Longa to bring the beat 
and goods. On the return of Stairs with 
the boat and goods, he was sent to I’gar- 
rva. 
He was to briDg up the convales­ 
cents. 
“ Soon after his departure I was at­ 
tacked w’th gastritis and an abcess on 
the ariu. 
After a m onth’s careful nurs­ 
ing, I recovered and set out again for 
Albert Nyanza on April 2d, accompanied 
bv Jephson and Parke. 
A garrúon was 
left at Ft. Bodo. 
On April 20th we ar­ 
rived in the Mozambinis country again. 
This time, after some hesitation, the 
Mozambini Chief decided to make ‘blood 
brotherhood’ with me. His example was 
followed by all the other chiefs as far as 
the Nyanza. Every difficulty seemed 
now to be removed. 
Food was supplied 
gratis. 
When one day’s march from 
Nyanza the nativeB came from Kavali, 
and said that a white 
m an named 
Malejja had given their chief a packet to 
give to me, hi6 son. They remained with 
us that night, telling us wonderful stories 
about big ships, etc., which left no donbt 
on our miud that the white man was 
E m 'n Pasha. 
"T he next day’s march brought us to 
the Chief of Kavali, who handed me a 
note from Em in l'asha, to the effect that 
there had been a native rum or that a 
white man had been seen at the south 
end of the lake. He had gone in a 
steamer to make inquiries, but had been 
unable to obtain reliable information. 
He begged me to remain where I was 
until he could communicate with me. 
The next day, April 23rd, Jephson was 
dispatched with a strong force to take 
the boat to the Nyanza. 
On April 29th we once again reached 
the bivouac 
ground 
reached by us 
December 16th, and at 5 p . m . of that 
day saw the Khedive (steamer , about 
seven miles away. 
Soon after 7 o’clock, 
Em in Pasha. Sig. Casati and Jephson 
arrived at our camp, where they were 
heartily welcomed by all of us. 
We 
* tre together until May 25th, when I 
left 
him , 
leaving 
Jephson, 
three 
Soudanese and two Zanzib&rs in his 
care. 
“ Fourteen days later I was at Fort 
Bodo. At the fort were Captain Nelson 
and Lieutenant Stairs. 
Lamer had re­ 
turned from the Ugarrowas twenty-two 
days after I had set out for the lake, 
bringing with him, alas! only sixteen 
men out of fifty-six. All the rest were 
dead. 
Un June 16th I left Fort Bodo with 
all the ZaLzibar men and 101 of Em in’s 
people, leaving all my officers at the 
tort. On June 24th we reached KiloDga, 
and on July 19th the Ugarrowas. The 
latter station was deserted. 
Passing 
down the river as fast as we could, daily 
expecting to meet the couriers I had sent 
to Major Bartelott, we indnlged ourselves 
in pleasing anticipations as we neared 
the goal. 
“ August 10th we overtook the Ugarro­ 
was with a flotilla of fifty-seven canoes, 
and onr couriers, reduced to seventeen, 
who related an awful story of hair­ 
breadth escapes and tragic scenes. Three 
had been slain, two were still feeble from 
wounds, and all except five bore on tbeir 
bodies the tears of arrow wounds.” 
A week later Stanley m et the rear col­ 
um n of the expedition at Bunalya, and 
found Mr. Bonney. 
From the latter 
Stanley learned, greatly to his sorrow, 
of the shooting of Major Bartellot by a 
native a month before. Jamison had 
gone to Stanley Falls to try to get more 
m en from Tippoo Tib. 
Ward was at 
Bangala, and Bonney was the only white 
m au at Bunalya. 
After describing what 
a wreck he found the rear column to be, 
Stanley complains of 
the officers at 
Y'ambunga having too readily accepted 
the deserters’ report of his death, and 
sending his personal kit, medicines, etc , 
down to the Congo, leaviog him naked 
of the necessities for bis return to Emin. 
The letter then summarizes what has 
been accomplished. The expedition was 
100 days in a continuous, unbroken, com­ 
pact. forest. 
The grass land was tra­ 
versed in eight days. How far west be­ 
yond the Congo the foreBt reaches Stan­ 
ley does not know. The superficial ex­ 
tent cf the tract described above, totally 
covered by forest, is 246,000 square 
miles. North of the Congo, between 
Upeoto and Aruwbimi, the forest em­ 
braces another 20,000 square miles. Be­ 
tween Ynmbanga and Nyanza, Stanley 
came across five distinct languages. 
At 
a distance cf fifty miles from the camp 
at Nyanza they saw a mountain probably 
17,000 or 18,000 feet in height above the 
sea, its summit covered with snow. 
It is 
called Ruevenzari, and will prove a rival 
to Kelimarriro. Three natives who saw 
the lake to the south agree that it is 
large, but not so large as the Albert Ny 
ansa. 
Em in Pasha has two battalions of regu­ 
lars, the first consisting of 750 rifles, and 
the second of 640. 
Beside these he has 
a respectable force of irregulars. In con­ 
versation with 8tanley, Em in said if he 
consented to go away from there they 
would have nearly 10,000 people with 
them . Emin was much worried to know 
how all the women and children, num­ 
bering over 
two thousand, coaid be 
brought away. 
He and Stanley dis­ 
cussed the m atter at 
great 
length, 
but reached 
no 
conclusion. 
Emin 
said 
the Egyptians, 
of 
whom 
he 
had 
100 
men, 
beside 
their 
wo 
men and 
children, 
would be 
very 
willing to leave and he would be glad to 
get ria of them, as they undermine bis 
authority and nullify his endeavors for a 
retreat. 
When he informed them that 
KhoTtonm had fallen and Gordon Pasha 
was slain, they told the Nubians it was a 
concocted Btory and tbat some day 
steam ers would ascend the river to their 
relief. Emin proposed after Stanley’s 
departure to visit Ft. Bodo. 
Stanley says, in conclusion, that he in­ 
structed the officers at the fort to destroy 
it and accompany Emin to the Nyanza. 
H e hopes to meet them all there, as he 
intended making a short cut to the 
Nyanza along the new route.
